Here is a suggestion 
which 
is 
quite within the standards which, in 
our “normalcy” reaction, we set for 
ourselves. Suppose we notify the 
League of Nations that we will ac­ 
cept, not membership, but limited 
participation. We will enjoy all the 
rights, but have none of the dut­ 
ies, of the League members. 
We 
will take no part in the discussion 
or solution of m atters 
concerning 
the general good of the world, nor 
in anything except strictly Ameri­ 
can national interests. All we will 
do, on these questions, will be to 
protect our interests. 
If interna­ 
tional action of any sort is agreed 
on, we will take no part in it, and 
shall be exempt from 
having 
it 
taken as to us, except so far as it 
may be to our separate 
interest. 
'Then we shall have all the rights 
and none of the obligations of the 
other nations. And, even then, no 
action by our representatives shall 
be binding on us unless the Senate 
subsequently ratifies It. On these 
conditions, we will send participants 
to the League meetings, instructed 
to look out strictly for our interests, 
and to concern themselves about 
nothing els*. 
r 


lE chances are that, if we are 
not asham ed to make such 
a 
proposal, the League will not be too 
proud to accept it. And why should 
we be asham ed? We made peace 
with Germany on exactly that basis, 
following in this, as in several oth­ 
er things, the example of Bolshevik 
Russia. We have preached this doc­ 
trine with much verve and sense of 
moral exaltation. We are certainly 
not ashamed of it 
now. 
And 
if, 
later, we should feel otherwise, there 
would be nothing to prevent us from 
accepting some duties also, provided 
we found it strictly to our separ­ 
ate interest to do so. Wa should at 
least have the advantage of being 
present when questions concerning 
us or our interests were being de­ 
cided. And the Senate 
could 
be 
trusted to see to it that we got all 
’the advantages and none of the ob­ 
ligations of 
whatever was 
done. 
This proposal is not sarcastic, ex­ 
cept in the regret that it Is not so. 
It ie really a eerloua proposal of a 
way for us to do something in our 
own interest, without the slightest 
obligation to contribute anything to 
the general welfare. If th at is not 
patriotism, w hat is it?

get a few hours of pleasure. 
Wish we had some 
philanthropic citizen who would give about twenty 
acres reasonably centered so we could develop a 
recreational park. 
Trading at Home — It's an old and thread­ 
worm topic.

Adult Death Rate Rises As We 
Save Lives of Children 


By Guy L. Kiefer, M. D., 
Commissioner of Hoalth, Stets of Michigan

Do we atop too soon In our health supervision of 
the individual? 
Judging from the most accurate testimony, our 
death records, we do. 
More babies are being eaved 
than ever before. 
More children are being pro­ 
tected from the hazards of communicable diseases. 
More physical handicaps are being corrected, giving 
a better chance for happiness. 
But apparently we are saving young lives only to 
have them sacrificed later. 
As death rates among 
children have been reduced, those among adults 
have risen. Various forms of heart disease, cerebral 
hemorrhage, and apoplexy, diseases of later life 
that could often be postponed if not actually pre­ 
vented, are taking an increasing percentage of 
lives. 
Clearly, something is wrong with our system! 
Health supervision has broadened 
a 
good 
deal 
within the last twenty-five 
years. 
We 
are 
no 
longer content with offering protection to. the baby 
after he is born; we safeguard his prenatal exist­ 
ence as well. 
Foundations are 
what 
count, 
and 
these are laid long before a child is born. 
Good 
medical care for the prospective mother, the right 
foods, proper exercise, and adequate rest are the 
basic factors. 
As soon as a baby Is born he has at his command 
the antira health machinery 
of 
the 
community. 
Specialists are trained for his benefit, and they are 
ready to advise on every step of his physical and 
mental progress. 
Public health nurses carry Into 
his home the latest Information on feeding and 
care. 
If he Is sick he is promptly taken care of, 
w ith no dangerous delay. 
When he graduates from the Infant stage to the 
preechool period he finds himself equally eurrounded 
with precautions. 
At this age physical defects get 
the best start, and lifelong habits, both mental and 
physical, are formed. 
His parents are advised by 
competent medical authority how to safeguard this 
stage of his existence. 
School days hava long been recognized as the 
golden opportunity for health measures. 
For the 
first time the children are In en easily accessible 
group, not scattered throughout all the homes in the 
city. 
They can be examined and 
their 
physical 
status dstermined w ithout waiting for a possibly In­ 
different parent to bring them to a physician. 
To 
be sure, the Im portant question of correction of 
defects rests w ith the parents and the fam ily phys­ 
ician, but a t least the start Is made. 
And then, with graduation from school, super­ 
vision ceases. 
If the boy or girl goes into a well 
organised industry he may still havs the advantage 
of regular medical advice, but if he does not he 
obtains no assistance a t all. 
Vital statistics show 
the result of such lack of supervision. 
W hat ta the answer? 
Periodic health exam ina­ 
tions for all adults! 
The sam e program of regular 
inspection that now safeguards infancy, childhood, 
and youth must be extended through later life, and 
by the individual himself. 
The right sta rt is given 
him; upon his own intelligence, interest, and initia­ 
tive depends whether he will cut short bin Ute. 


The Hinterland 


It is one of the quaint customs of New Yorkers, especially 
those born somewhere in an Iowa cornfield, to refer to all the 
country west of Albany as "the hinterland." 
Now a press bulletin of the United States Chamber of Com­ 
merce announces that the meeting of its more than 1200 coun­ 
cilors, committee men and directors, to be held in West Baden, 
Indiana, October 15 to 18, "will be the first meeting of the kind 
called by the national organization and the first conference on 
questions of national economic policy to be held in the environ­ 
ment of the Middle West.” 
The bulletin adds that "the meeting place baa been deliberate­ 
ly chosen with a view to affording business interests of that region 
die widest possible opportunity to present their views on current 
economic and legislative problems.” 
The people of "that region” should appreciate this noble op­ 
portunity. It is to be hoped that the selection will let those people 
from the eastern edge of this rather broad country know that the dome 
of the West Baden hotel is an hour’s motor drive from the nation's 
center of population and three hours from the nation's center of 
industrial production. 
When the rest of the country wants to find out really what is 
going on, “the hinterland is the place to learn it.” As Thomas H. 
Prince, editor of Commerce and Finance, says in a business re­ 
view: 
"Business in the United States has reached a condition in 
which its general tendency rather than its details must be studied 
by those who would arrive at reasonable conclusions. But because 
the impulses by which business is directed originate elsewhere and 
are tardily reflected in New York, the general tendency is not so 
easily or so promptly discernible here as in what New Yorkers 
mistakenly call the hinterland, where nine-tenths of our consum­ 
ers and a still larger proportion of our producers live." And "for 
these reasons” he stated that he would spend the next few weeks 
in the Central States, where, he concluded, "I hope to learn of 
basic conditions at first hand.” 
Hie hinterland has potentialities for education!

THE DELINQUENT CHILD 


The Growing Sense of Publie Responsibility 
For the 
Goes Wrong. 
Child 
Who 


Not so very long ago, Just yes- .ketch in broad outlines the ftead- 
terday as communities reckon tim e,1 
the child who was accused 
of 
breaking the law appeared alone 
before his Judges in every way 
the equal of the adult transgressor 
He was arrested by virtue of a 
w arrant; he was beld In Jail until 
he came to trial; he was arraign­ 
ed before the judge, represented 
by counsel, and tried by a jury of 
bls peers. 
If convicted of a seri­ 
ous offense he was sent to the 
penitentiary 
and 
there 
suffered 
w hat adults suffered, enjoyed w hat 
they enjoyed, if anything, and was 
perm anently sealed ae of the crim ­ 
inal clasa 
The first thing that changed was 
the segregation of youthful prison­ 
ers from the adult and “the hard­ 
ened,’* as they were called, in ju ­ 
venile reformatories and Industrial 
schools. 
T hat 
movement 
began 
roughly, about 50 years a g a 
The next was the separation of 
the court in which they were tried, 
and, just 25 years ago, the first 
Juvenile Court came Into opera­ 
tion. 
At first the Juvenile Court 
was a copy of the criminal court, 
and there was little difference In 
the method of trial or procedure, 
except the more liberal use of 
probation and parole, already com­ 
ing Into use in the adult courts 
Later the juvenile court, In many 
jurisdictions, changed its type from 
that of the criminal court to the 
chancery court, thus getting rid 
of fixed 
standards of inflexible 
statutes, and introducing tho prin­ 
ciple of equity. 
In other words, 
the child and his history and en 
vlronment became the subject of 
inquiry rath er than the narrow 
question of whether or not this 
particular child was guilty of this 
particular offense as charged In 
this particular instance. 
Laws were enacted to protect a 
child brought into juvenile court 
from the “stigm a” of an accusation 
In criminal proceedings. 
Newspa­ 
pers helped materially by leaving 
out the names of children brought 
Into the court 
The idea of punishing tho child 
for something he had done In order 
to satisfy the retributive and vin­ 
dictive ideas of society first came 
Into question: then seemed to be 
come unpopular; finally, In many 
communities, repulsive. 
Instead there grew up the idea 
of trying to save the child from a 
life of crime, trying to make the 
child Into a friend of society in­ 
stead of an enemy. 
W ith this growing Ideal of serv­ 
ice to the unfortunate child rather 
than punishment of the criminal 
child, there developed the proba­ 
tion system of the juvenile courts 
in the governmental establishment, 
and the Big Brothers and Big 
Sisters organisations and the Ju ­ 
venile Protective leagues, and w hat 
not, in the realm of the primate 
social organizations. 
It developed that the breaking 
of the law or of the moral code 
th at classified a child as "delin­ 
quent" and brought him Into the 
Jurisdiction of the court was often 
the result of “dependency" or of 
defectiveness.” 
It became neces­ 
sary to study the home and family 
life of the delinquent In order to 
determine how to treat the case. 
Still later, the mental life of the 
child came to be recognized as an 
individual life, one not lived by 
chart or scheme, but his very own. 
So the mental examination, the 
psychiatric clinic, the child guid­ 
ance clinic, came Into being In 
some cities. 
Not all of these things havs been 
adopted everywhere, nor have I 
the space to go into the maze of 
variations th at would have to be 
discussed lf a complete history of 
this im portant movement were a t­ 
tempted. 
I have tried only to 


encies of the times. 
The tendency ta to treat the de­ 
linquent child aa a child to ba 
savad from a life of crim e rather 
than as a criminal to ho punished 
for tom e infraction of th e law. 
There ta no complete agreem ent on 
th at subject, and old ideas and old 
traditions still linger. There to still 
a deairs for vindictive and retribu­ 
tive punishment on the p art of an 
outraged society whose code has 
been broken by the performance of 
some 
individual, 
and 
some times 
this desire etlll la applied to chil­ 
dren, aa it used always to be. 
On the whole, however, the most 
of the time, the publio now agrees 
th at the child In trouble w ith the 
law 
should 
have 
some 
special 
treatm ent. 
The idea is prevailing 
th at this special treatm ent ought 
to be related to the particular life 
history 
of the 
particular 
child, 
which includes both heredity and 
environment. 
Thus it is th at with respect to 
delinquent children as well as to 
those who are called dependent 
and those who are called defective 
th at some special machinery is 
necessary for the discharge of the 
community responsibility. How that 
demand for special machinery ta 
being met I will w rite about to ­ 
morrow.
